WHAT IS PARLIAMENT FOR? 


Hon. Mackenzie King has broken the 
Silence of the parliamentary recess to pro- 
test against the wiping out of the prefer- 
ential tariff hitherto granted on British 
goods coming into Canada. 

That is what the recent orders-in- 
council amount to, and the Opposition 
leader would have been failing in his duty 
if he had neglected to point out the glar- 
ing infringement upon the rights of par- 
liament that is involved in these edicts 


The effect of these orders is to bar 
British exports to Canada, of a wide 
I ‘ commodities, at a time when Bri 
tain needs export markets more than it 
ever did before In doing th's our Gov- 
é it is also barring Canadian exports 
ob n, in what measure the event will 
Show, at a time when Canada needs mar- 


kets for these products as it never before 
neeced them 

So remarkable a change in the na- 
tional policy, made in such circumstances, 
would be almost unthinkable at the hands 
of parliament itself even as it is at pre- 
sent constituted. Brought into effect by 
order-in-council, the change must make 
Canadians wonder if Mussolini has taken 
charge at Ottawa. 


SOME MORE MARKETS BARRED OFF 


The provisions of Canada’s dumping 
law, or the orders-in-counci! made in 
doubtful keeping with the terms of those 
provisions, have been applied to all coun- 
tries whose currency is depreciated, in the 
same way these were invoked against 
the importation of goods from Great Bri- 
tain. 

What this means is that Italy, Spain, 
Norway, Denmark, Sweden and Czecho- 
Slovakia, as well as Britain, are now de- 
prived of the opportunity and the induce- 
ment to trade with Canada that was given 
to them when their currencies went down 
in gold value. Canada’s doors are slam- 
med against their products; and as these 
are all they have to offer in exchange for 
our wheat and other products, their mar- 
kets are correspondingly closed to us. 

Once again, this is strictly in keeping 
with the tariff policy Mr. Bennett was 
put in power. to enforce, and there is no 
charge of heresy or treason against him 
on that score. But with the world’s gold 
cornered by the United States and France, 
and a quarter of a billion bushels of wheat 
to sell, this persistent refusal to do busi- 
ness with prospective buyers on the only 
terms on which they can do business does 
not look like a hopeful way of putting the 
Canadian farmer on his feet and bringing 
business back to life. The more consist

these has been less severely felt in Al- 
berta than in the adjoining provinces.
